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has been particularly horrific for 
children, she says. For the past 18 
years, rebel group the Lord’s Resis- 
tance Army has battled government 
forces for control of the region. The 
LRA has taken to kidnapping chil- 
dren from refugee camps and con- 
scripting them as child soldiers. 

Scores of children abandon the 
refugee camps at night, trucking to 
the city of Gulu where they sleep in 
alleys and store entryways in the 
hopes of avoiding the kidnappers. 

“It’s hard to see these children try- 
ing so hard to get an education while 
living in constant fear,” says 
Fournier. 

The children sponsored by The 
Child is Innocent are sent to board- 
ing schools, where they can study 
and sleep in safety. 

“It’s a social justice issue,” says 
Fournier. “It’s just not fair that they 
should have to live like this when 
we live in such an affluent society.” 

The Child is Innocent is currently 
sending 22 children to school. Amy

Keep tabs on female patrons: advocate 


A PROSTITUTION AWARENESS ACTIVIST IS 
calling on bar owners and bar staff to do 
more to protect all their female patrons. 

Joanne McCartney of the Prostitution 
Action and Awareness Foundation of 
Edmonton says more has to be done to 
safeguard women in bars, regardless of 
whether they are sex trade workers or 
not. Her comments come after employees 
at the Transit Hotel tavern contacted 
RCMP after several regular customers 
were found dead in fields outside Edmon- 
ton. 

Now that the body of another sex-trade 
worker has been found in the same area, 
McCartney says it’s time for bars to take 
steps to ensure the safety of their female 
patrons. 

“{t's a social responsibility for bar own- 
ers,” she says. “They're creating a situation 
where people are more vunerable.” 

McCartney says bar staff should be par- 
ticularly vigilant in cutting off women who 
may have had too much to drink. She adds 
that if bar staff see a regular customer leav- 
ing with someone unfamiliar, they should 
jot down a description of both people. 

She says bar staff should rely on their 
instincts—f they see a woman leaving with

someone who looks “weird,” they should 
attention.

“{ never sponsored a child before, 
but she showed me her photo album 
and the pictures just got to me,” she 
says. 

She sponsored 7-year-old Daniel, 
who was living in a refugee camp 
with his mother but who's now 
attending a boarding school in Gulu. 

“7 have a picture of him. He's real- . 
ly cute,” she says. “He gota uniform 
and a pair of shoes—I don’t think 
he’s ever had shoes in his life.” 

Fournier says the goal of the pro- 
gram is to help the communities in 
Northern Uganda recover from the 
long years of civil war. In addition to 
the foster parents program, the 
group is also interested in setting up 
pen-pal programs with local schools. 

The Child is Innocent will host “A 
Night in Africa” at the Portuguese 
Cultural Centre this Saturday to help 

raise money for some of those pro- 
jects. The event will feature African 
food, music and drumming, as well 
as a guest speaker who will talk 
about his experiences as a child sol- 
dier in Uganda. 

Fournier says the organization 
also hopes to make a more perma- 
nent home for their students. 

“Ultimately we'd like to build a 
secondary school in Gulu, a board- 
ing school,” she says.

THE REVIEW CONFERENCE OF THE 
Nuclear Nonproliferation Treaty 
(NPT), a five-yearly event, opened in 
New York on May 2 without benefit 
of an agenda. The conference had no 
agenda because the world has no 
agenda with respect to nuclear arms 
Broadly speaking, two groups of 
nations are setting the pace of events 
One—the possessors of nuclear arms 
under the terms of the treaty, compris- 
ing the United States, Russia, Britain, 
France and China—wants to hold on 
to its nuclear arsenals indefinitely. The 
other group—call them the prolifera- 
tors—has only recently acquired the 
weapons or would like to do so. 
Notable among them are North 
Korea, which by its own account has 
built a small arsenal, and Iran, which 
appears to be using its domestic 
nuclear-power program to create a 
nuclear-weapon capacity. 

As the conference began, lran 
announced that it would soon end a 
moratorium on the production of fis- 
sile materials, and Pyongyang 
declared that it had become a full- 
fledged nuclear power—a declaration 
buttressed by testimony in the Senate 
from the director of the Defense Intelli- 
gence Agency, Vice Adm. Lowell 
Jacoby, that North Korea now has 
rockets capable of landing nuclear 
warheads on the United States. If the 
two countries establish themselves as 
nuclear powers, a long list of other 
countries in the Middle East and 
North Asia may seek to follow suit. In 
that case, the NPT will be a dead letter, 
and the gates of unlimited prolifera- 
tion will swing open. 


PEACE OF THE ACTION 

The two groups of nations are in 
collision. The possessors want to stop 
the proliferators, and the proliferators 
want to defy them as well as ask them 
to get rid of their own mountainous 
nuclear arsenals. One of the liveliest 
debates at the conference concems the 
nuclear fuel cycle, whereby fuel for 
both nuclear power and nuclear bomb

materials is made. In the possessor 
countries, proposals abound to restrict 
this capacity to themselves, thus dig- 
ging a moat around not only their 
arsenals but their nuclear productive 
capacities as well. The proliferators 
respond that the world’s nuclear dou 
ble-standard should not be fortified 
but eliminated: In the long run, either 
everyone should have the right to the 
fuel cycle—and for that matter to the 
bombs—or no one should. (This was 
the view of Pakistan and India until, in 
May 1998, they remedied the inequity 
in their own cases by testing nuclear 





weapons and declaring themselves 
nuclear powers.) 

Far more contentious is the new 
American military doctrine of pre 
emptive war, aimed at stopping pro- 
liferation by force, as the United 
States said it sought to do by over- 
throwing the government of Iraq 
Inasmuch as the Bush administration 
has suggested that even nuclear force 
might be used, the new policy repre- 
sents the ultimate extreme of the dou- 
ble standard: The United States will 
use nuclear weapons to stop other 
countries from getting those same 
weapons. The proliferators accord- 
ingly fear a world whose command- 
ing heights will be guarded by the 
nuclear cannons of a few nations, 
while the rest of the world cowers in 
the planet's lowlands and back alleys. 
Nuclear disarmament, once the 
domain of the peace-loving, would 
become a prime engine of war in an 
imposed, militarized global order. 

The debate between the nuclear 
haves and have-nots is probably 
unresolvable anytime soon. Certainly 
it will not be settled at the review con- 
ference. And yet, as is true of so many 
adversaries, the two groups of 
nations have more in common with 
each other than with other nations: 
They both want nuclear weapons. 
And if one looks at what is happen- 
ing on the ground, a remarkable uni- 
formity appears. All the parties in this 
quarrel are expanding their nuclear 
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threaten each other with annihila 
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ill increasing their arsen 
and/or their delivery sy 
amazingly under-notice 
ment, the shadow of danger from 
Chinese nuclear weapons is falling 
over larger and larger areas of the 
United States.) The United States, 
even as it reduces the number of its 
alert nuclear weapons—though not 
the total number of nuclear weapons, 
alert or otherwise—is rotating its 
nuclear guns away from their tradi- 
tional Cold War targets and toward 
Third World sites. (The United States 
and Russia built up such an excess of 
nuclear bombs during the Cold War 
that they can string out their disman- 
Uement almost indefinitely without 
carving into their joint capacity to fin- 
ish off most of human civilization.) 
Britain likewise is redirecting its tar- 
geting. Its Defense Secretary has stat- 
ed that even the modest step of 
declaring no-first-use of nuclear 
weapons “would be incompatible 
with our and NATO's doctrine of 
deterrence, nor would it further 
nuclear disarmament objectives.” In 
other words, Britain may find it nec- 
essary to initiate a nuclear war to 
achieve nuclear disarmament. Final-

dard: no nuclear weapons. Of the 
countries represented at the confer 
ence, fully 183 have found it entirely 
possible to live without atomic arse- 
nals, and few—barring a breakdown 
of the treaty—show any sign of 
changing their minds. In the UN 
General Assembly the vast majority 
of them have voted regularly for 
nuclear abolition. Behind those votes 
stand the people of the world, who, 
when asked, agree. Even the people 
of the United States are in the consen- 
sus. Presented by AP pollsters in 
March with the statement, “No coun- 
try should be allowed to have nuclear 
weapons,” 66 per cent agreed. In 
other countries, the per centage of 
supporters is higher. On the day their 
voices are heard and their will made 
active, the end of the nuclear age will 
be in sight.

Scene stealers 


Alberta Scene honours our 
writers way out of town 


ON APRIL 29, THE FOUR FINALISTS OF 
the 2005 Grant MacEwan Authors’ 
Award (Shree Ghatage, Linda 
Goyette, Greg Hollingshead and 
Tyler Trafford) had the opportunity 
to read for a national audience at the 
National Arts Centre (NAC) as part 
of the Alberta Scene festival. How- 
ever, some Albertans felt cheated 
that the events took place in the 
nation’s capital rather MacEwan’s 
hometown. 

Even Hollingshead, author of Bed- 
lam, said, “It would have been nice 
to celebrate in Ottawa without 
scanting on our home turf celebra- 
tions.” 

Ordinarily, the award would 
have been presented at the Writers’ 
Guild of Alberta Annual Awards 
Gala, being held this weekend in 
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Edmonton. 

Nonetheless, Trafford, author of 
The Story of Blue Eye, had a great 
time in Ottawa. “It was really cool 
for someone who's nat well 
known,” said the former columnist 
for The Australian. “How else would 
I get to do all that? How else would 
I meet Linda Goyette?” 


Ghatage also relished meeting the 


other finalists. Family commitments 
have meant she hasn't been part of a 
writing community since moving to 
Calgary seven years ago. Except for 
a Banff Writing Studio in 2001, she 
has been “working in isolation.” 
This award was also meaningful 
because, though her Brahma’s Dream 
is set in Bombay, it was “fully con- 
ceived and written in Alberta.” 


AWARD TO EDMONTONIAN 

Goyette, who wrote for The 
Edmonton Journal for 20 years, came 
away with the $25,000 award, for 
Edmonton in Our Own Words, a mas- 
sive compilation of Edmonton sto- 
ries from hundreds of contributors. 
She will be splitting the $25,000 
prize with her research assistant, 
Carolina Jakeway Roemmich. 
Apparently when she phoned to tell 
Roemmich they had won, Roem- 
mich was “deep in the bowels of 
Edmonton Archives,” and the staff 
were reluctant to disturb her. 
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Home in Edmonton, Goyette 
gave out more credit She said, 
“Paul Pearson and Elizabeth Rae of 
the AFA [Alberta Foundation for 
the Arts] went out of their way at 
Alberta Scene to promote the work 
of Alberta's writers and publishers, 
and to make the event memorable 
for all of the finalists. People need to 
know how hard these two work on 
behalf of Alberta’s writers, editors, 
and publishers, not just in Ottawa, 
but throughout the year at home.” 

Some would have liked to see 
more Alberta writers in Ottawa, but 
Goyette felt the event also benefited 
Alberta artists who weren't there. 
“Talent scouts were surprised at the 
diversity and level of talent,” she 
said. 


HONOURABLY MENTIONED 

While celebrating Goyette’s win, 
it’s important not to forget the run- 
ner-ups. Some of them, such as Greg 
Hollingshead, have their own 
award collections. For instance, his 
The Roaring Girl won the Governor 
General's Award for Fiction in 1995. 
“The good thing about awards,” 
said Hollingshead after his return, 
“is that they draw attention to the 
book; the not-so-good thing is that 
they focus media attention on a rela- 
tively small number of books, and 
increasing the number of awards 
doesn’t help because then their 
attention-attracting power is dimin- 
ished.” 

He also commented on the star 
system, “Fame is fickle,” he said, 
“because the media are always hun- 
gry for new faces. The only way to 
combat the syndrome is by writing

Cowboys and 96X present....

where they live. So it all comes back, 
in the long run, to good writing, 
which is as it should be anyway.” 

Neither is Ghatage a stranger to 
awards. Her short story collection 
Awake When All the World is Asleep 
won the Thomas Raddall Atlantic 
Fiction Prize. Those stories were 
also set in Bombay, but now 
Ghatage feels she has explored India 
as much as she needs to. As for its 
relevance to Alberta, the Indian his- 
tory is just the landscape. “The story 
is about a person who has changed 
the lives of others in a subtle and 
unconscious way,” said Ghatage. 
Such a theme has universal rele- 
vance. 

Hollingshead’s Bedlam, set in the 
infamous English mental institution, 
also challenges the award definition. 
Hollingshead explains, “Any histor- 
ical novel, if it’s not some sort of 
curious artifact, will address con- 
temporary concerns. As an artist my 
main concer was finding a lan- 
guage that could convey a different 
historical time while appealing toa 
contemporary audience.” 

Taylor is less inclined to analyze 
his process and was surprised to 
make the shortlist, though his story 
of an Aboriginal vision quest and 
the horse culture of southern Alber- 
ta obviously fits the category. He 
“{doesn’t] think of [himself] as writ- 
ing literature, just writing stories.” 
This is his first work of fiction, but 
it’s about to go into its fourth print- 
ing. There’s also a sequel coming 
out in the spring of 2006.

IN THEORY, SOUND & FURY THEATRE’S 
Merry Go Round sounds like a must- 
see proposition. 

After all, it is billed as evening offer- 
ing up a plethora of talent (nine of 
Edmonton’s best playwrights collabo- 
rate to pen short theatrical vignettes) 
salaciousness (the play's overarching 
theme is that of sex, love and seduc- 
tion) and artistic experimentation. 

The latter point is embodied struc- 
turally in the work’s round-dance- 
esque structure. In short, every bed- 
room and hook-up-oriented scene— 
mostly two-handers played out in the 
funky environs of downtown’s Jekyll 
& Hyde Pub—has to carry forward 
one of the characters from the previ- 
ous effort, ending up in the very first 
bed with one of the first two charac- 
ters. Authors participating include 
Governor General's Award-winner 
Vern Thiessen, GG nominee Mieko 
Ouchi and Northern Light artistic 
director Trevor Schmidt. 

In reality, I found the evening less 


than ideal, intellectually and theatri- 
cally speaking, and less entertaining 
and titillating than a work of this

For starters, the piece is way too 
stop-and-go, loaded down with too 
much narration for my tastes—a flaw 
built into the loosely curated effort 
arising from authors taking story 
telling shortcuts to create self-standing 
stories in such a short time-span (Le., 
five to 10 minutes) 

While that might be fine for a play-

“We were going over to England 
and playing for 2,000 people, then 
I'd come back and work at a restau- 
rant,” he says, still bitter about the

situation. “You've been around the 
world and half the people that come 
to your shows think of you as this 
rock star, but you come back and 
you're some fucking waiter at some 
restaurant serving a bunch of ass- 
holes.” 

Trail of Dead’s struggle is a result 
of their upbringing. In the case of 
their hometown of Austin, they 
found themselves abandoned and 
neglected at an early age. 

“We were poor and pissed off— 
we were in Austin with dead-end 
jobs just trying to make it pay- 
cheque to paycheque. Then we goto 
make music and half the clubs 
won't book us,” says Reece. 

Trail of Dead have always had a 
subtle sense of anguish in their 
music, but Reece says that the lack 
of support had affected the band so 
much that they were on the verge of 
a breakdown. Ultimately that influ- 
enced much of their early work. “A 
lot of those songs were born out of 
being completely frustrated that we 
were hated in our own city,” he

The scuzzy- 
throated vocalist for Vancouver 
cock-rockers Crystal Pistol has 
coined so many big-swinging- 
dickisms on his band’s self-titled 
debut that their tag should read 
“This rock ‘rn’ roll can impregnate 
you” rather than their more prosaic 
“This rock ‘n’ roll can kill you.” 
Some examples: “Can't sell my 
soul because I’m damaged goods,” 
Ireland deadpans overtop throbbing 
drums and guitars, getting some 
serious bitch-schooling on the first 


single and lead track, “Watch You 
Bleed.” “Rockstar” kicks off with him 
screeching, “Everybody hates you 
when you love rock ‘n’ roll!” before he 
launches into a blistering accounting 
of every clichéd excessive Rolling 
Stone moment in history. Later on in 
the album, Ireland groans filthily, 
threatening to love some lucky listen- 
er alternately “like a locomotive” or 
“like a dog” and exhorting fans to 
“Live fast! Die young!” before con- 
fessing, “I bury my friends one by 
one.” Arson, suicide, and civic hatred 
bring the whole bloody thing to an 
end on the nihilistic ditty “No Fun 
City.” The closest Ireland gets to a ten- 
der moment on the album is a sneer- 
ing, “I wanna love you but! don’t 


know how”. 

What makes the proceedings com- 
pletely freaking awesome 1s the exe- 
cution—everything is done so flaw- 
lessly and with such dedication and 
skill that it’s a near-innocent celebra- 
tion of the time when this kind of 
music deserved its place in the unholy 
trinity of nastiness—sex and drugs 
and rock ‘n’ roll, in no particular order 
of importance 

So many bands that have plied this 
trade in the past several years have 
done it with such cynicism, playing it 
for yuks almost, that it’s easy to forget 
that this music used to be truly mov- 
ing. 

Ireland reluctantly admits, “Yeah, 
it’s cock rock. It is what it is, and it’s 
obvious. We can’t deny that we take 
from that.” 

The difference is that with Crystal 
Pistol, it’s served straight up instead 
of smothered in cheese. 

“We were all playing in different 
bands for years but listening to the 
same music,” Ireland explains. 
“There were bands doing the rock 
thing but they were making too 
much of a joke about it, making it 
ridiculous. | asked, ‘Isn’t anyone real- 
ly serious about playing rock ‘ry’ roll?’ 
I thought about what we could offer, 
gota hold of the other guys, and said, 
‘Guns ‘rn’ Roses; just to see what they 
would say.” 

Ireland and the guys felt that part 
of what was missing by treating the 
music as a punch line was the fun— 
Crystal Pistol wants to laugh with 
rock, not at rock. 

“We wanted to do something fun 
instead of all too-cool. | loved Nir- 
vana, but they were pretty joyless 


live, you know? There was no show- 
manship. We wanted to make it as 
great to look at as much as listen to,” 
he adds. 

By all accounts, they succeed, chan- 
neling generations of testosterone 
superstars in their live show, frdm. \ 
AC/DC to Zeppelin. 

Ireland laughs, “I get inebriated 
and try to pretend I'm Iggy Pop for 
45 minutes!” Slightly accident-prone 
while in this state, he itemizes a range 
of injuries, from the trivially sartorial 
(pants pulled down) to the more criti- 
cal (some cracked ribs), garnered 
onstage. 

He name-checks a couple other 
Pistol influences: “Some people 
found God; I found Kiss,” he sighs. 
“That first big reunion in ’96, I was in 
tears I was so glad to see them togeth- 
er. Then I was in tears because I was 
so upset by them. Which didn’t stop 
me from collecting.” He intimates that 
scoring the coveted Kiss pinball 
machine, in addition to appearing on 
Conan O’Brien, is burning ambitions. 

A less likely influence on Ireland, if 
not the other PistoLites, is Devo. “Early 
Devo is so, so raunchy,” Ireland chuck- 
les. “Plus the fact that they got beat up 
by the Dead Boys in’76 or’77... yeah.” 

And that's really why Crystal Pistol 
works—because they are the reposito- 
ry of a whole hagiography of a genre, 
carrying the torch for leather pants, 
smeared black eyeliner, and spiky 
accessories-wearing, Christian-and- 
family-vaiues-alarming, loud-and- 
proud rock.

KRISTA HARTMAN 

Some people might find it easy to lump a 
recording artist like Krista Hartman into the 
Jewel/Sarah McLachlan category without a 
hint of an afterthought. 

To do so would be a great mistake—a 
careful listen to her debut album, Passport, 
makes it clear that her approach has a lot 
more edge, revealing a world-traveler 
weariness rather than the standard melan- 
choly misery. 

This Peace River-born singer-songwriter 
tells stories in a quivering, sandy voice that's 
always on the brink of faltering, giving her 
songs a vulnerability that’s both charming 
and completely honest. 

“I'd say it’s a reflection on a lot of things 
that happened, and | put a lot of the songs 
together when | was finally able to have 
some space from all of the crazy situations,” 
reflects the 26-year-old Hartman. “Some of 
them came out of the moment, too. But the 
More pensive ones took a long time.” 

Recollecting experiences of loss and trav- 
el, Passport is a bittersweet recording that 
sees Hartman moving away from her previ- 
ous stripped-down guitar-and-vocals solo 
work to perfect a fuller, multiple guitar- 
laden exercise that shines with the help of 
seasoned multi-instrumentalist Lane Arndt, 
who brings added body and luster through 
his co-production work. 

The album is not without fun, late-night 
drinking-induced moments (‘Southern 
Comfort Junkie”), and, as the songs unfold, 
the sound grows and grows ("Rose"), get- 
ting closer to full-band mode with an eclec- 
tic blend of crunchy guitars and a nice vari- 
ety of rhythmic styles (the shuffling “Dusty 
Road” and the near-perfect ballad “Til The 
Air”). 

Although Hartman admits the upcoming 
live performance will bump Arndt from gui- 
tar to spacey keyboards, she says it’s simply 
part of her desire to experiment and keep 
her evolution in movement. 

“It's a constant struggle to get the exact 
sound of perfection that I'm going for,” con- 
fides Hartman. “It's a work in progress, but, 
at the same time, it's a record of the 
moment. | didn’t want this to be a slick, 
anal-retentive album. | wanted it to have a 
garage sound and have character. And | 
think it certainly does.”

It's unclear whether much of 
McCaffrey’s work is critically intend- 
ed or if it's just a byproduct of his age 
and situation—basically just a dot on 
the Zeigeist-y map. The same goes 
for Delamar’s fetishistic totems of 
hip-hop culture. Regardless, it’s both 
aesthetically charming and intellectu- 
ally stimulating. 

The cross-pollination will be inter- 
esting to watch as the peers continue 
to school each other. “She's teaching 
me to use a paintbrush,” laughs 
McCaffrey, “and I’m teaching her 
some tagging stuff.” 

“He's really good at fill and clean 
lines and fades,” she adds, “I’m 
teaching him colour theory.” 

“Yeah, it’s been, like, ‘Wow. Blue 
and red don’t always have to make 
purple,” he says. 

The biggest clue as to their inspira- 
tions and aesthetic, especially McCaf- 
frey’s self-professed style of painting 
“like throwing a grenade into an acid 
house,” comes from the story behind 
one of his tags, Mode8. 

“When we played ColecoVision, 
we'd yell ‘Mode 8", hit the ‘eight’ on 
the number pad and throw it off the 
balcony, three stories high. It would 
invert the colours, and we'd play 
Cabbage Patch Kids all fucked up.” 

Delamar nods in recognition, “We 
had these Game Gear codes that 
would make the colours all weird, 
too.” 

McCaffrey concludes, “When it 
came time to think of just, like, our 
thing, it was this inverted thing— 
like, getting the flip side of every- 
thing.”

WHAT IS ONE TO DO ON A COLD AND 
rainy spring day? Try tossing some 
change into the lucky lion at the 
Harbin Gates on 102 Avenue, rolling 
the pearl in its mouth while entreating 
the higher powers for warmer weath- 
er. Then seek refuge in richly aromatic 
flavours with which to chase the chill 
away. Luckily enough, the two are 
only steps away from each other. 

Over the past eight months or so, 
I've become intrigued as my bus pulls 
past A-Roy-Dee Thai, housed ina lit- 
tle building decorated with pastel 
Pegasus murals and situated just 
beyond the Gates. Today being a 
damp sort of day, I decided to meet a 
friend there for lunch. 

As you enter the surprisingly large 
establishment you will at once be 
struck by the riot of colour on the 
walls, the spotless white floor and the 
Tich scent of coconut rice wafting 
through the air. Formerly named 
Birthday Cake’s Paradise, A-Roy-Dee 
(Thai for “tasty”) is tangy bright with 
red, purple, blue and green walls, 
large tables for four with comfy arm- 
chairs, lotus-shaped lamps and bright, 
obviously fake 
floral arrangements on the table. 

The menu comprises some fifty-three 


dishes, most of which, I, asa relatively 
inexperienced Thai diner, cannot pro- 
nounce. This being lunch, my dining 
companion and I eschewed the appe- 
tizers—things like Thai spring rolls, 
Peek Kai Yud Sai (chicken wings 
stuffed with 

silver noodles, pork, mushrooms, 
cilantro and carrots), crispy-fried tofu 
and other assorted morsels—in order 
to leap into the main courses. We 
ordered Gaeng Keow Wan Maphul 
On—a green curry consisting of 
prawns, young coconut, snow peas 
and bell peppers swimming ina silky 
green sauce of coconut milk and basil 
leaves; and Hor Mok Talay—shrimp,

detail of Japanese rope bondage. 

“It rained 28 days out of 30, we had a lot 
of time on our hands,” jokes Midori, who 
was raised in Japan by her feminist-academ- 
ic German-American mother and grand- 
mother when her mother and Japanese 
father divorced. 

In fact, insists Midori, hand and foot 
bondage is an excellent practice for those 
with OCD (Obsessive-Compulsive 
Disorder) because you can spend hours 
getting into excruciating detail.

That might include sliding a vibrator 
underneath the ropes as Midori did to a 
few of us, causing the ropes, and subse- 
quently your entire hand or foot and what- 
ever it was attached to, to vibrate as well.
